Today, Senator Lodge, leader in tite 
round robin episode, is pleading with 
Senator Borah of Idaho, another Re- 
publican, to let the President alone. 
to refrain from embarrassing him 
with resolutions that might be pre- 
mature or might seem even remotely 
to commit him to a course of action 
which he might find it advantagevuus 
to America to postpone. 

Explosion Not Partisan. 

The explosion in the Senate is not 
partisan, though the Democrats are 
deriving considerable 
Satisfaction out of the vindication of 
their position of the last three years 
On world affairs. -It is a fundamen- 
tal quarrel between two schools of 
thought in the Republican party. 
The outbreak wad inevitable. It has 
been coming on for three years and 
is just now reaching its climax. 

The fight isn’t between those who 
believe in international co-operation 
and those who favor a policy of iso- 
lation for America. That lineup has 
been more or less broken up in the 
present fight over Borah’s resoltf- 
tion requesting the President to call 
The Idaho 


foremost advocate of an isolationist 
policy, while Lodge and most of the 
Republicans have. really favored 
some kind of international co-opera- 
tion right along. 

Borah’s Statement. 

Proof that it is not a controversy 
between isolation and international- 
ism is afforded in Borah’s speech in 
tne Senate on Wednesday when he 
said: 

“IT look upon the question of deal- 
ing with these economic problems as 
distinctly at this time an American 
question, not exclusively so, but in- 
clusively so. It has reached the 
point where we are as deeply con- 
cerned and ultimately to-be quite as 
much affected by the situation as 
any European Power. It can no 
longer be said that in dealing with 
these matters we are dealing ex- 
clusively with European questions. It 
is quite as much and in some re- 
spects quite as seriously an American 
question as the question of war was 
in the spring of 1917. If we are to 
believe the reports which come to us 
from every quarter, not only in Eu- 
rope but in the (ited States, the 
economic problems have now 
reached the point where they are of 
practical importance to the people of 
the United States. It is now an 
American problem. We are suffer- 
ing and suffering greatly.”’ 

Marks Evolution. 

The foregoing speech is notable 
because it marks an evolution in the 
American Senate. President Wilson 
and his followers made that very 
argument when they urged ratifica- 
tion of the Versailles treaty—they 
claimed that a proper seftlement of 
the economic situation of the world 
made it incumbent upon America to 
play ah active part in world affairs.

to the United States. 

Situation Given Considcration. 

“As a matter of fact, the Eu- 
ropean situation has been given 
most thorough and thoughtful 
consideration for many months. 
Without questioning the gaod 
faith of the proposal, Iam very 
sure {t would have been more 
seemly, aad the action of the 
Congress could be taken much 
more intelligently if proper in- 
quiry had been made of the 
State Department relative to 
the situation in which we are 
trying to be helpful. 

“Of necessity, the communica- 
tions of the State Department 
relative to diplomatic matters 
among nations cannot be bul- 
letined from day to day, but the 
situation is never withheld from 
miembers of Congress who 
choose to inquire for confiden- 
tial information in a spirit of 
co-operation. Such inquiry 
would have revealed the futility

IRISH CONSULATE IN NEW YORK 
“TAKEN” BY MRS, MACSWINEY

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—Mrs. 
Muriel MacSwiney, widow of the for- 
mer Lord Mayor of Cork, and two 
other women who said they were 
acting for the Irish Republic, today 
entered the Irish consulate in Nas- 
sau street and defied the attempts 
of Lieut. Gegan of the police bomb 
squad and Lindsay Crawford, a Free 
State representative, to eject them. 
“Weare here to see that the repub- 
lie’s interests are protected and we 
are going to stay,” declaréd Mrs. 
MacSwiney. 

Fight for legal possession of the 
consulate was started yesterday fol- 
lowing the retirement of Daniel J. 
McGrath, consul-general for the Free 
State, who several weeks ago was 
threatened with death In an anony- 
mous letter. Crawford succeeded 
McGrath and then Laurence Ginnell, 
member of the Cabinet of Eamonn 
de Valera, Irish republican leader, 
demanded possession of the consul- 
ate. Mrs. MacSwiney and other re- 
publicans took possession of part of 
the office last night. She returned 
today accompanied by Mrs. Vera 
Finnerty and Mrs. Gertrude Corliss.

Strain the beet 
mixture through a heavy cheesecloth 
bag like pot cheese.

It should be of the 
consistency of honey. The beets jeft 
the bag may be used up for a 
luncheon pickle with cold mieat. If 
they are too dry, a very little vine- 
gar may be added to moisten them 
slightly.

Love Letters That Made History

John Keats and Fanny Brawne. 


‘6 H, GOD! God! God! Every- 

f ) hing that I have that re- 

minds me of her goes through 

me like a spear. I can't bear to 
die—I cannot bear to leave her.” 

This was John Keats. dying of 
consumption in far-away Italy, cry- 
ing out fhm the agony of his soul for 
his beloved. The passion that the 
great English poet bore for he 15- 
vear-old girl who was not beautiful, 
and whom he once called “ignorant, 
monstrous in behavior, a :ninx,” 
amounted at the time near his death 
to a frenzy. It may have been that 
distance lent added fuel and created 
enchantment to his love, for 
otherwise his extreme, passionate 
cryings for Fanny Brawne, left to 
us in letters to hés friends, wold be 
somewhat inexplicable. 

Keats lived only 26 years, but dur- 
ing this short span of life he created 
poetry that has made his name im- 
mortal Fanny Brawne. whom he 
met at ruled his emotions, but it 
was his tragedy that his ailing condi- 
tion precluded thoughts of marriage. 
In his letters from Italy, where he 
was sent in an effort to save him 
from tuberculosis, he writes: “The 
persuasion that I shall see her no 
more will kill me... I should 
have had her when I was in health, 
and I should have remained well.” 
Four months after he wrote this he 


more 
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was dead. His body was buried iz 
Rome. 

His love ictters to Fanny are gem 
of loving expressions, though thelr 
delicacy and figured phrases have 
caused stronger men to accuse Keats 
of being effeminate. One of them 
letters follows: ' 

“Ask yourself, my love, whethe 
you are not very cruel to have ma 
entrammeled me, so destroyed my 
freedom.
